Twelve Practical Rules for the Teachers of National Schools. 

1. The Teachers of National Schools are required — To keep at least one copy of the General Lesson suspended 
conspicuously in the School-room, and to inculcate the principles contained in it on, the minds of their Pupils. 

2. To exclude from the School, except at the hours set apart for Religions Instruction, all Catechisms and Books 
inculcating peculiar religions opinions. 

3. To avoid fairs, markets, and meetings — but above all political meetings, of every kind ; to abstain from 
controversy; and to do nothing either in or ont of School which might have a tendency to confine it to any one deno- 
mination of Children. 



Appendix XIV. 

Practical rules for 
Teachers. 



4. To keep the Register, Report Book, and Class Lists accurately and neatly, and according to the precise form 
prescribed by the Board. 

5. To classify the Children according to the National School Books ; to study those Books themselves ; and to teach 
according to the improved method, as pointed ont in their several prefaces. 

6. To observe themselves, and to impress upon the minds of their Pupils, the great rule of regularity and order — 

i TIME AND A PLACE FOR EVERY THING, AND EVERY THING IN ITS PROPER TIME AND PLACE. 

'• To promote, both by precept and example, cleanliness, neatness, and decency. To effect this, the Teachers 
should set an example of cleanliness and neatness in their own persons, and in the state and general appearance of 
their Schools. They should also satisfy themselves, by personal inspection every morning, that the Children have 
had their hands and faces washed, their hair combed, and elolhes cleaned, and, wben necessary, mended. The School 
Apartments, too, should be swept and dusted every evening'; and white-washed at least once a year. 

. 8. To pay the strictest attention to the morals and general conduct of their Pupils, and to omit no opportunity of 
uculcAting the principles of truth and honesty : the duties of respect to superiors, and obedience to all persons 
placed in authority over them. 

9- To evince a regard for the improvement and general welfare of their Pupils, to treat them with kindness, com- 
bmed with firmness, and to aim at governing them by their affections and reason, rather than by harshness and 
severity. 6 ° 

10. To cultivate kindly and affectionate feelings among their pupils ; to discountenance quarrelling, cruelty to 
ssmnals. and every approach to vice. 

11. To record in the School Register the amount of all grants made by the Board, and the purposes for which they

constantly supplied with National School Books and Requisites, for Bale to the Children, at the reduced prices charged 
by the Commissioners.
